In response to the Office Action dated June 16, 2009, Applicants have amended claim 3 
to overcome the new matter rejections, and cancelled claims 19-29 and 32-33, without prejudice.

Claims 19-20 and 32-33 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yamada et al. (USP No. 6,441,502).
